‘the New York Herald, who penetrated 
the ders oj the outiaws, and bya week’s 
Visit, acquainted bimselt with their 
characters, modes of life and peculiar 
babits and purposes. Henderson re- 
ceived from Stephen Lowrey and the 
others their statements concerning the 
death of Henry Berry, to the effect that 
he accidentally t himself, and the 
place of the alleged fatal occurrence 
was pointed out tu Henderson. We 
stated at the time that we put no confi- 
dence in any of Henderson’s statements, 
although they might betrue. His let- 
ters contained such palpable misrepie- 
sentations ot the people of Robeson 

County that we were not inclined to ac. 
cept as true anything he said on any 
subject. : 

- Another report afterwards gained 
credence, that Henry Berry bad been 
slain by one of his own band io a per- 
sonal altercation, but this was not aiter- 
wards confirmed by any positive evi. 
dence. 

However, as he had not been seen 
aoywhere in the vicinity of the haunts 
of the outlaws since Henderson went 
among them, the public mind became 
convinced that Henry Berry bad met 
his death in some form or other, and 
the question was put at rest until the 
revival of the late rumor that he is 
now living in the city of New York. 

The eviderce stated by the Wilming- 
ton correspondent of the New York 

Herald is not sufficient to warrant the 
belief that Lowrey is now living in New 
York. The only confirmation of this 

assertion is the statement that Rhoda 

Lowrey is in the habit of receiving 
packages of clothing, jewelry and other 
articles by Express from New York, 
which are sent to her by her husband. 

Such evidence is tuo flimsy to cause 
much importance to be attached to the 
report. If Henry Berry Lowrey is alive 
and in New York, the detectives in that 
city will not permit the eleven thousand 
dollars offered for his capture to be 
long without a claimant. 

_” "We are free to declare that we have 
never had all doubts removed from our 
mind concerning Lowrey’s fate. While 
several circumstan:es seem to point to 

his death, the conflictiag accounts leave 
the matter in contusion; and while we 
do not credit the rumor that he is in 

New York, we would not be much sur- 
prised if it should turn out that the 
reperts concerning his death are after 
all untrue. 

If alive, Lowrey has doubtless left 
North Carolina forever, and the people 

- Of Robeson need never have any appre- 
hensions of future outrages at his hands.

Congressional. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 27.—Senate 
—~In the Senate to-day the credentials of 
Patterson, of South Carolina, and Howe, 
of Wisconsin, were presented and laid 
on the table. 

The Vice President submitted resolu- 
tions from Missouri exoneratins; Senator 
elect Bogy from a!l charges in connec- 
tion with his election, which was order- 
ed to be printed. ae 

The sundry civil appropriation bill 
was discussed. 

House—The Senate (Morrill) amend- 
ment, that no part of the appropriation 
for jucgments of the Court of Claims 
shall be paid to claimants who have not 
proved their loyalty, without being 
first submitted to Congress, came up in 
the legislative bill. 

The amendment was sustained by 
Hale, of Maine, and opposed by Beck, 
of Kentucky, Young, of Georgia, Shel 
labarger, ot Ohio, Pearce of Mississippi, 
Kerr, of Indiana, aod Garfield, of Obio. 

Garfield stated that the Committee on 
Appropriations was divided on the 
question, but the majority was in favcr 
of non-coocurrence. 

This amendment was an old foe with 
a new face. Why did the Senate ask 
that this clause of judgments of the 
Court of Claims should not be paid as 
others were? The disguise was so thin 

that nobody could be deceived. Mani- 
festiy it was that Congress might refuse 
to appropriate when judyments in this 
class of cases were referred toit. He 
liked a direct better than an indirect 
action. If this class of claims were not 
to be paid let Congress say it. In all 
the various phases which the question 
presented he preferred that Hamlet's act 
vice to the players should be followed, 
‘6 Leave off your damnable taces and 
begin.” If Congress meant to say that 
certain awards of the court should not 
be paid, why not say so in words, and 
let the issue be met. 

This amendment of the Senate was a 
mere subterfuge. If Congress proposed 
now to throttle the courts, to crash the 
judiciary, to make itself the Court of 
Appeal from the decisions of the Su- 

reme Court, theo, and in that case, the 

ndependence of the Judiciary was at 
an end, and the only reason for it was 
that men were once rebels and must 
therefore be hated, and because they are 
hated the judiciary must be struck 
down. 

Banks, ot Massachusetts,'also opposed 
th: amendment as an unworthy subter- 
fuze. and an evasicn of law. 

Smith, ot New York, sustained the 
amendment. 

Alter turther discussion, the Senate 
amendment was rejected.
